tions regarded as fair by P-ru and 
the United States and at the same 
time an alternative negotiation 
started by Secretary Kellogg is show- 
ing signs of lapsing without an 
agreement. 

The controversy over the plebiscite 
proposal reached its crisis when the 
American-Reruvian-Chilean commis- 


sion, sitting at Arica, deciding by 


majority vote that Chile had 


a fair election impossible, and 

were indications here today that no 
appeal to Washington on that sub- 
ject would avail. Officials would not 
discuss the situation today, but they 
manifestly are about convinced that 
— . — discussions would be a waste 
of time. 


BLOW TO PRESTIGE 

The separate negotiations in prog- 
ress here between Secretary Kellogg 
and the Chilean and Peruvian Am- 
bassadors are looked upon in Latin- 
American diplomatic circles as almost 
certain to be carried down in the 
crash of the plebiscite commission. 
How far-reaching such a result would 
be is a matter of lively discussion 
In Washington. It is conceded pri- 
vately that complete failure of the 
American effort would be a blow to 
prestige of the United
